Breakfasts Seasonable and Attrac¬ 
tive. 

A woman who sends her family 
away to their work or their study 
fortified by the right sort of break¬ 
fast does much for the well-being 
of their whole day, At no season 
of the year is this so true as when 
spring is merging into summer, 
when sluggish blood requires a 
mild arousing by the salts nature 
has provided lavishly in fruits 
and vegetables. There are fami¬ 
lies who breakfast on cereal, on 
coffee and rolls or on orange; for 
these frugal livers no advice is 
needed. The suggestions I would 
offer are for the housewife whose 
husband enjoys a hearty breakfast, 
whose children are blessed with 
good healthy appetites. 

Don’t get into a “cereal rut.” 
Some families eat oatmeal three 
hundred and sixty-five days in the 
year. Frequently the children 
require moral suasion to be per¬ 
suaded to get it down: then the 
mother wonders why their com¬ 
plexions are bad. Oatmeal is a 
famous good food within reason; 
the Scotch grow brawny on it. 
One must remember, however, that 
the thermometer never goes up to 
the nineties in Scotland; besides, 
its people are great exercisers; 
golf and curling aid to digest their 
oatmeal. 

Every housewife should try a 
number of cereals; a grocer will 
be glad to send sample's of any 
you wish. Pick out the ones the 
family agree in liking and stock 
up with half a dozen packages of 
them. I have heard complaints 
of cereals growing wormy. If they 
are purchased fresh from a relia¬ 
ble grocer and stored properly 
they will not spoil, in a year at 
least. As soon as a cereal comes 
from the Btore, empty it into a 
fruit can and keep it tightly cover¬ 
ed. .It will spoil if left around 
open to air, moths, or ants. One 
advantage of keeping cereals in 
glass jars is that you may find at 
a glance what you wish. 

In one week a cook need not use 
the same cereal twice. Make itj 
oacmeal one morning, hominy an¬ 
other, one of the delicious wheat 
preparations another, or a cereal 
which may be eaten uncooked 
with sugar and cream for a fourth 
morning. In very hot weather 
eschew oatmeal and cornmeal alto¬ 
gether; they are too heating for 
the blood. Few of the manufac¬ 
turers of cereals allow in the di¬ 
rections time enough for cooking. 
Three hours .is none too long for 
the coarse grains, if prepared in a 
double boiler; therefore, it is an 
excellent plan to cook it leisurely 
over an afternoon fire and reheat 
for breakfast. Left over cereals 
can be deliciously utilized in a hot 
bread or it may he cut in slices 
and crumbed and fried, 

TTse fruit plentifully for break¬ 
fast. Just now strawberries are 
at their k best, and they do not pall 
on the appetite even if served day 
after day. One morning use them 
with sugar and cream, next morn¬ 
ing arrange them attractively, 
With the stems on, about a mound 
of powdered sugar. They may be 
combined in a sort of breakfast 
salad when Wished, with fine 
cubes of pineapple and sprinkled 
With- powdered sugar. On the hot 
mornings of summer always Serve 
the fruit Well Chilled. 

Make the most of fish just now, 
when it is at its best and its cheap¬ 
est. A broiled shad with a gar¬ 
nish of water cress and a few chips 
of crisp French fried potato 
would tempt the most rabid “no 
breakfast” Idisciplo Into overcom¬ 
ing his principles. Make a liberal 
Use of eggs—at present they cost 
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Don’t Delay.

Halifax law, as may be 
gathered from a letter. of Lord 
Leicester quoted by Motley, was 
that criminals should be “con¬ 
demned first and Inquired upon 
afterward.” Halifax lay within 
the forest of Hardwick, where the 
law was that if a felon was taken 
with 113£ pence worth of stolen 
goods he should be tried by four 
first burghers from four of the 
precinct towus, and if condemned 
by them be hanged the next day. 
After this proceeding had been 
carried out to the letter, the case 
might be sent to a jury. Halifax 
is also credited with being the 
home of the guillotine, which the 
regent, Earl Morton, introduced 
into Scotland, only to 'have his 
own head chopped off with it.

AMERICA’S ROADS. 


Proper Development of Onr Highway 
System Long Neglected. 

There is nothing which bears more 
directly upon the development of a 
country or upon the general intelli¬ 
gence of a community than a good pub¬ 
lic highway. The growth and excellence 
of the transportation system of the 
United States mark its development, 
as it is to that system it is most due. 
However the science of production may 
be advanced, it is the giving of efficient 
and low priced means of distribution 
which is the most efficient agent in in¬ 
creasing production whether of factory, 
field or mine. 

True as this is, it is remarkable that 
in this rapidly growing country of ours 
we have long neglected the proper de¬ 
velopment of our highway-system, says 
a writer in the Boston Herald. We 
have, in fact, developed our transpor¬ 
tation system In an unnatural Way. 
The proper development should have 
been first the public highways, second 
the railroad and waterways, 

With the era of railroad building, 
with which began the country’s Won¬ 
derful development, the neglect of the 
common highway system commenced. 
This neglect continued Until a very re¬ 
cent period. It begins to look now as 
if we wore returning to the elementary 
work in our transportation system. 

In taking up this work there is Start¬ 
ing a new industrial effort which, in 
its effect upon the social life of the 
people and the agricultural and indus¬ 
trial development, is as important as 
any the country has known. In some 
respects, though perhaps not so nota¬ 
bly, the effects will bo oven more bene¬ 
ficial thnii anything yet done to ad¬ 
vance the nation’s interests,

Bow Field Stone Gan Be Used to 
Good Advantage, I 

The only way to use rough material^ 
as large field stone, in road grading is, 
to make long continuous causeways in 
the bottom of a grade, bringing or fill-' 
Ing the stone foundation up to a uni -1 
form level on top by placing the large | 
stone on the outside in a straight line 
for protection to hold the stone grade, 
then the next size in the bottom of 
holes and low places, using all of the 
small ones on top leveling up to an 
average depth of about one foot thick* 
and ten feet wide, writes A. J. Sager in 
the Climax (Mich.) Cereal. The object 
In assorting and placing the stone with 
the small ones oh top is to give the 
grade a uniform even surface to drive 1 
over With stone and dirt while build¬ 
ing. 

When the grade is new, the earth 
cover will cut through to the small 
stone on top, causing a uniform even 
rut to be formed, carrying the load un-; 
til repairs are made the next year, 
whereas if the stone is dumped into 
the bottom aud top of the grade hap¬ 
hazard the surface will he uneven, the 
sides irregular and the road impassable 
while new for heavy loads during the 
Wet seasons. Again, if the small stones 
are placed on top of the Stone grade 
they will keep the earth cover from 
settling into the voids between the 
large stones In the bottom, thus form¬ 
ing a good practical drainage for the 
earth cover before any ditches are 
made for the new road grade. 

Tho earth cover £ 6 r the stone grade 
Should bo hauled from tho banks Of 
high land, using gravel mixed with a 
little clay or clay hardpan, not using 
the black loam, sods or other rough 
surface material at hand because it 
is more convenient. Tho same care 
should be used in selecting the materi¬ 
al to cover the Center of a permanent; 
stone causeway, ns in permanent earth 
road construction. * 


Tlio Bathroom. 

Don’t put a cheap wall paper in a 
bathroom. It should bo a thick, sani¬ 
tary paper, highly glazed, aud ought 
to hsvo a final coat of clear varnish 
when it is on the wall. A thin unglazed 
paper peels off and gets quite discol¬ 
ored In a few months with tho steam 
arising from tho hot water. A wash¬ 
able distemper is excellent for color¬ 
ing tlie wails of bathrooms.
